The  wholesale 
price  of  eo:.l  is  about  twenty-five ^  Cants 
higher. 


-Tiie  business  of  the  Bloomfield  Post 
Office  has  increased  sufficietly  during  the 
past  year  to  allow  Post  Master  Brown  an 
increHse  of  salary.  The  amount  of  busi¬ 
ness  now  is  between  seven  ami  eight 
thousand  dollars  per  annum.  By  a  con¬ 
centrated  effort  ou  the  part  of  lesidents 
of  Montclair  the  business  of  their  Post  Of¬ 
fice  has  been  bolstered  up  to  ten  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  and  that  towirls  now 
entitled  to  the  free  delivery  system, 
Post  Master  Brown  says  that  th**  same 
thing  might  bo  done  in  Bloomfield  if  tiie 
same  tactics  were  adopted.  After  the 
system  was  once  obtained  sub-offices 
oould  be  established  in  out-lying  districts 
and  thereby  make  the  free  delivery  sys¬ 
tem  of  practical  benefit  to  the  thickly  pop 
ulated  portion  of  the  place. 

The  members  of  the  Silver  Lake  Im¬ 
provement  Association  have  discovered  a 
document  thar  bears  lecord  of  a  distiuct 
understanding  between  the  New  York  and 
Greenwood  Lake  Railroad,  and  Mr. 
Wakeman,  through  whose  property  the 
road  runs,  that  right  of  way  was  obtained 
on  condition  that  within  three  years  from 
the  completion  of  the  road  a  depot  was  to 
be  built  there.  It  is  now  twelve  years 
since  the  road  began  operations  and  no’th- 
tliing  bas  been  done  towards  a  depot. 
Tiie  Association  recently  addressed  a  let¬ 
ter  to  the  officials  of  the  roadTcalling  at- 
tentionto  to  this  agreement.  I  he  reply 
receiver!  to  this  letter  was  deemed  rather 
insolent.  The  Company  Is  reported  as 
saying  that  they  would  semi  out  a  few 
boards  and  erect  a  structure  that  would 
afford  protection  from  the  rain  after  the 
manner  of  the  ingenious  devise  to  be  seen 
at  Soho.  The  residents  will  resent  this 
iucifference  on  the  part  of  the  Company 
by  going  out  of  their  way  to  patronize 
aumher  road. 


— Considerable  exeitemtent  prevailed 
on  Thursday  morning  when  it  was  discov- 
erey  that  a  gang  of  burglars  had  been  dis¬ 
playing  an  unusual  amount  of  industry 
th rough  the  previous  night.
